Liberty  Lot  Zoning  of  8  to  10  Stories 
Appealed

At  one  point  during  the  Aug.  6  Zoning 
Board  of  Appeal  hearing  for  Liberty  Place, 
John  Rumpler,  an  attorney  for 
Alternatives  for  Community  and 
Environment,  stood  up  and  pointed  to  a 
wooden  model  of  Liberty  Place  and  sur¬ 
rounding  buildings.  This  model  that  the 
developers  have  provided,  said  Rumpler, 
shows  the  problem  of  Liberty  Place. 
Besides  a  neighboring  model  of  the  38- 
story  Millennium  Place,  the  (28-story) 
Liberty  Place  model  towers  above  all 
other  buildings  on  the  Chinatown  block. 

Rumpler  then  told  of  how  if  the 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeal  allows  Liberty 
Place  to  violate  the  eight  to  10-story  zon¬ 
ing  requirements  of  the  lot  -  and  the  eight 
to  10-story  limit  demanded  by  the 
Chinatown  Master  Plan  -  then  the  Zoning 
Board  of  Appeal  will  be  sending  a  strong 
message  to  other  Boston  neighborhoods, 
such  as  Roxbury,  that  have  worked  with 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  to 
design  master  plans.  The  message: 
despite  all  the  hard  work  of  caring  com¬ 
munity  members,  those  master  plans  can 
be  broken  by  the  BRA  and  Zoning  Board 
of  Appeal.  The  master  plan,  said 
Rumpler,  is  not  a  checklist  of  require¬ 
ments,  but  a  strategy  for  preserving 
Chinatown's  character. 

And  Rumpler  said  that  the  Liberty 
Place  developers  couldn't  make  a  legiti¬ 
mate  case  for  appealing  the  zoning 
requirements  of  the  area,  a  point  that 
Liberty's  developers  dispute.  He  said  that 
someone  seeking  a  variance  must  show 
that  the  lot  in  question  has  some  unique

August  Moon  Traditions 
Kept  Alive  At  Chinatown 
Festival

Chinatown  was  in  high  spirits  for  its 
5th  annual  August  Moon  Festival  (called 
the  Chinatown  Festival)  one  of  Boston's 
most  popular  cultural  events.  The 
August  Moon  Festival  or  the  Mid- 
Autumn  Festival  is  one  of  the  most  cele¬ 
brated  Chinese  holidays.  It  is  usually 
held  on  the  15th  day  of  the  8th  lunar 
month.  Chinese  legends  say  that  the 
moon  is  at  its  roundest  and  brightest  on 
this  day.  This  year's  festival  was  cele¬ 
brated  at  the  intersection  of  Harrison 
Avenue  and  Beach  Street.  Thousands  of 
people  patronized  the  many  stores,  arts 
and  crafts  tables,  and  street  vendors. 

The  South  Cove  Community  Health 
Center  and  New  England  Medical 
Center  gave  free  health  tests. 

"I  come  down  to  Chinatown  to  the 
festival  for  the  moon  cakes,"  said  Mai 
Kwong,  a  recent  Hong  Kong  immigrant, 
"Back  home  in  China,  my  mother  would 
make  moon  cakes  for  us  kids  during 
every  August  Moon,  and  moon  cakes 
were  given  out  to  friends  and  family  as 
well.  So  coming  to  Chinatown  every 


year  reminds  me  of  home." 


The  festival,  which  was  presented  by 
the  Chinatown  Business  Association, 
started  with  speeches  from  Mayor 
Thomas  Menino,  Congressman  Mike 
Capuano  and  representatives  from  com¬ 
munity  organizations,  such  as  the 
Chinatown  Merchant  Association  and

the  Asian  American  Bank.  The  speeches 
were  followed  by  a  variety  of  perfor¬ 
mances  by  dragon  dancers,  amateur 
kung  fu  fighters,  folk  artists,  singers  and 
musicians. 


"My  girls  and  I  love  to  watch  the 
dragon  dancers,"  said  Michael  Lee, 
father  of  three  girls.  "I  liked  best  the 
women's  dance  group  (Gund  Kwok 
Asian  Women  Lion  Dance  Troupe) 
because  they  were  really  good.  It  was 
good  for  my  daughters  to  see  women 
dancers  because  dragon  dancing  is  usu¬ 
ally  a  guy  thing.  August  Moon  is  some¬ 
what  like  a  woman's  holiday." 

August  Moon  is  sometimes  called  the 
Women's  Festival.  The  moon  is  a  sym¬ 
bol  of  elegance,  style  and  beauty.  The 
moon  is  'yin'  or  the  female  and  an  ally. 

It  is  said  that  on  the  15th  night,  children 
on  earth  can  see  a  lady  on  the  moon  and 
make  wishes  that  come  true. 

Others  who  attended  the  Festival 
were  there  for  different  reasons. 

"I  am  looking  for  love,"  said  Peny  Zu, 
a  Taiwanese  immigrant,  "My  grandfa¬ 
ther  told  me  that  on  August  Moon, 
friendships  are  made  and  romance 
blooms.  I'm  getting  old  and  I  think  I 
need  to  find  love  today  [laugh]." 

Multicultural  thanksgiving  was  defi¬ 
nitely  the  theme  for  this  year's  Festival. 

A  large  number  of  the  stage  performers, 
as  well  as  the  crowds,  were  non- Asian. 

"I  think  it  is  really  good  to  see  so 
much  diversity  here  at  the  festival,"  said 
Shawnna  Wong-Knollen,  a  New  York 
visitor,  "This  shows  that  Chinese  culture 
is  penetrating  into  the  American  fabric. 
Soon  Chinese  traditions  will  be  inter¬ 
changeable  with  American  traditions."

Chinatown  Poll  Shows  That  Residents 
Don't  Want  Liberty  Place

Nearly  a  thousand  Chinatown  residents 
gathered  on  Aug.  2  and  3  to  say  whether  or 
not  they  wanted 
Liberty  Place  to  be 
built,  if  they  wanted 
the  combat  zoned 
rezoned,  and  if  they 
wanted  more  say  in 
Chinatown  devel¬ 
opments.  The 
Campaign  to 

Protect  Chinatown 
helped  sponsor  a 
"non-binding  refer¬ 
endum,"  or  commu¬ 
nity  poll,  that  was 
moderated  and  con¬ 
ducted  by  the 
Boston  League  of 
Women  Voters  and 
the  American 
Friends  Service 
Committee. 

A  total  of  923  residents  voted;  220  said 
they  wanted  Liberty  Place  and  669  said  they 
did  not;  830  said  they  wanted  the  combat 


zone  rezoned  and  48  did  not,  and  814  said 
they  wanted  more  say  in  developments  in 
Chinatown  and  52  said  they  did  not.  The 
exact  questions  were  as  follows:  Should  the 
City  of  Boston  approve  the  current  pro¬ 
posed  Liberty  Place  project?  2)  Should  the 
City  of  Boston 

rezone  the  adult 
entertainment  dis¬ 
trict  created  in  1974 
in  the  lower 

Washington  Street 
area?  3)  Should  the 
City  of  Boston  estab¬ 
lish  a  policy  that  pro¬ 
vides  residents  of 
Chinatown,  through 
an  incorporated  resi¬ 
dent  association,  the 
ability  to  review  and 
offer  recommenda¬ 
tions  regarding 
development  and 
land  use  project  pro¬ 
posals  that  impact 
Chinatown? 

Rosemary  Lam,  a  member  of  the 
Chinatown  Business  Association,  said  she 
thought  the  referendum  was  a  good  idea,

Letters  or  Votes,  Which  Tell  Chinatown's  Voice? 


The  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  has  been  quick  to  dismiss  the 
Aug.  2  and  Aug.  3  community  poll, 
which  showed  that  two  to  one 
Chinatown  residents  don't  want  Liberty 
Place.  Those  who  want  Liberty  Place 
have  also  been  quick  to  dismiss  the  poll. 
Why? 

During  the  poll,  supporters  of 
Liberty  Place  (including  a  Liberty  rep¬ 
resentative)  passed  out  glossy  newslet¬ 
ters  telling  how  Liberty  Place  will  clean 
up  the  area.  Supporters  passed  out  fly¬ 
ers  and  had  a  large  sign  listing  the 
organizations  that  support  the  project. 

The  opposition  also  had  their  signs 
and  flyers.  Both  sides  told  their  views 
to  Chinatown  voters. 

The  poll  was  conducted  by  two 
independent  groups,  though  it  was 
supported  by  the  Campaign  to  Protect 
Chinatown.  Residents  needed  to  show 
two  forms  of  identification  proving  that 
they  live  in  Chinatown  before  they  could 
vote. 

After  the  votes  were  counted  and  it 
was  announced  that  only  220  of  the  923 
voters  wanted  Liberty  Place,  Liberty 
supporters  said  it  was  unfair.  The  BRA 


said  it  was  surprised  by  the  results 
because  it  has  received  over  a  thousand 
letters  and  signatures  of  support. 

These  letters  and  signatures  are  the 
BRA's  evidence  that  Chinatown  resi¬ 
dents  want  Liberty  Place.  A  close  look 
at  the  letters  and  signatures,  however, 
is  revealing.  While  there  are  letters 
from  Chinatown  residents,  many  of  the 
letters  are  form  letters  with  no  return 
address.  Many  are  from  people  who  do 
not  live  in  Chinatown.  Some  letters  are 
duplicates;  some  have  signatures  writ¬ 
ten  in  a  different  handwriting  and  pen 
than  the  addresses.  A  few  letters  are 
from  Union  building  trades.  None  of 
the  petitions  are  dated  and  none  of  the 
petitions  list  a  sponsor. 

Which  is  more  valid  evidence  of 
Chinatown's  support  or  opposition  to 
Liberty  Place  —  a  regulated  poll  for 
Chinatown  residents  only  or  letters  — 
many  of  which  can't  be  proven  as  origi¬ 
nal  or  aren't  from  Chinatown  resi¬ 
dents?

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Close  Call  For  Chinatown  Non-profit 


One  of  the  oldest  Boston  Chinatown  organizations  was  on  the  brink  of  being  homeless,  but  saved  its«lf  after  securing  a  loan 
to  pay  off  nearly  $500,000  in  loans,  interest  and  legal  fees  that  it  owed  another  Chinatown  group.  The  Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Association  (CCBA)  of  New  England,  a  non-profit  umbrella  organization,  was  slated  to  have  its  long-time  head¬ 
quarters  at  90  Tyler  St.  --  which  it  bought  from  the  city  in  1983  for  $1  --  up  for  auction  next  Friday.  A  lien  was  put  on  the  building 
by  the  Kwong  Kow  Chinese  School,  another  Chinatown  non-profit,  which  has  a  court  order  stating  that  the  CCBA  should  pay  back 
the  loans  the  school  alleges  it  made  to  the  CCBA  in  the  1980s. 


The  CCBA  bought  its  90  Tyler  St.  Building  from  the  City  in  1983  for  $1. 


Just  10  days  before  the  auction  date, 
the  CCBA  got  a  loan  from  Abacus 
Federal  Savings  Bank  to  pay  Kwong 
Row's  legal  judgment.  The  loan  is 
secured  by  a  mortgage  on  the  building 
and  property  that  was  to  be  bid  off. 

The  Kwong  Kow  Chinese  School 
first  took  the  CCBA  to  court  a  few 
years  ago  over  the  loans  and  in  May  of 
2000,  Suffolk  Superior  Court  justice 
Margaret  Hinkle  ruled  that  the  CCBA 
owes  the  school  $379,379.  The  CCBA 
tried  to  appeal  the  case  twice  and  lost 
each  time,  once  on  Nov.  27,  2001  and 
again  in  March  2002  --  all  the  while  the 
cost  of  interest  and  legal  fees  had  been 
going  up. 

The  auction  would  have  been  a 
blow  to  CCBA's  reputation,  which  has 
taken  major  hits  in  recent  years  after  it 
evicted  the  Asian  American  Civic 
Association  (A  AC  A)  from  the  90  Tyler 
St.  building  and  after  the  Kwong  Kow 
Chinese  School  left  the  building 
because  it  said  the  conditions  for  rent¬ 
ing  there  were  unacceptable.  Shortly 
after  the  building  was  sold  to  the 
CCBA,  the  AACA  and  the  Kwong 
Kow  Chinese  School  moved  in.  Under 
the  $1  agreement,  the  CCBA  made 
with  the  city,  the  building  was  to  be 
used  in  a  way  that  would  benefit  the 
community. 

Waiting  until  the  last  minute  to  pay 
off  the  loan  brings  attention  to  the 
CCBA's  history  of  questionable  finan¬ 
cial  practices,  such  as  filing  its  990 
forms  years  late  and  misusing  funds. 

An  example  of  the  latter  vyas  reported  in 
the  Sampan  in  1994  when  the  newspaper 
discovered  that  since  1985  the  CCBA  was 
using  rental  money  from  a  building  (the 
SCM  Building)  that  was  originally  offered 
to  the  Chinese  community  from  area  med¬ 
ical  institutions  for  the  creation  of  new 
housing  to  cover  the  non-profit's  own 
expenses.  Examples  of  recent  late  filings: 
Its  990  for  1997  was  filed  in  2000;  Its  2001 
990  was  just  filed  in  recent  weeks.  (The  990 
is  a  form  that  non-profits  must  submit 
annually  to  the  government  to  keep  their 
non-profit  status.  It  is  similar  to  the  tax 
forms  a  for-profit  business  must  file.) 

Even  a  source  inside  the  CCBA  said 
that  the  CCBA  has  problems. 

"The  leadership  is  not  very  well-versed 
in  the  English  and  they  don't  always  do 
things  (appropriately),"  the  source,  who 
would  prefer  not  to  be  named,  said. 

After  reviewing  CCBA's  990  forms  for 
2000  (the  most  recent  available  for  viewing 
before  this  article  was  written),  another 
management  problem  is  revealed:  During 
that  year,  the  CCBA's  total  expenditures 
exceeded  total  revenues  by  $163,077. 

"Basically,  it's  not  the  CCBA  (that  has 
been  problematic),  it's  the  present  leader¬ 
ship  at  the  CCBA,"  said  Bill  Moy,  the 
Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council's  co¬ 
moderator  and  a  former  English  secretary 
for  the  CCBA.  "They  (the  present  manage¬ 


ment)  are  doing  things  arbitrarily;  they 
make  decisions  without  consulting  the 
board." 

Moy  doesn't  see  the  CCBA  as  the  sole 
problem.  He  also  thinks  the  Attorney 
General's  fist  isn't  tight  enough  when  it 
comes  to  reprimanding  the  CCBA.  The 
Attorney  General  is  the  government 


agency  that  oversees  public  charities  and 
non-profits. 

"What  I  say  to  the  Attorney  General's 
office  is  shame  on  you,"  said  Moy. 
"They've  been  involved  for  a  year  and  a 
half  and  haven't  done  anything  to  resolve 
the  situation.  The  AG  is  really  giving  lip 
service  to  the  CCBA,  and  they  should  do  a 
whole  lot  more  to  try  to  resolve  this." 

The  Attorney  General's  own  records 
show  that  the  CCBA  "since  at  least  1988, . . . 
had  repeatedly  been  delinquent  in  com¬ 
plying  with  the  filing  requirements  of  the 
office,"  and  that  it  "appears  that  the  CCBA 
has  made  unauthorized  transfers  of  over 
$600,000  to  CCBA  general  operating  funds 
from  the  SCM  Building  Fund,  a  fund 
restricted  for  providing  affordable  hous¬ 


ing  within  the  Chinatown  community." 

It  wasn't  until  1999  that  the 
Massachusetts  Attorney  General's  office 
took  the  CCBA  to  Suffolk  Superior  court, 
accusing  the  non-profit  of  misusing  and 
mismanaging  funds  and  filing  financial 
forms  late.  The  Attorney  General  wanted 
the  court  to  rule  that  a  receiver  be  appoint¬ 


ed  to  manage  the  CCBA.  Instead  the 
Attorney  General  and  the  CCBA  agreed 
that  an  Attorney  General-approved  Chief 
Executive  Officer,  Joe  Simmons,  be  placed 
at  the  organization  to  help  straighten  out 
its  finances. 

The  Attorney  General  defended  itself 
to  Sampan  and  said,  contrary  to  what  peo¬ 
ple  might  think,  it's  putting  a  lot  of  hard 
work  into  the  CCBA  case. 

"Number  one  our  goal  is  to  improve 
and  protect  charities  and  make  sure 
they're  well  run.  We've  taken  extraordi¬ 
nary  efforts  in  this  case,"  Jamie  Katz,  the 
Attorney  General's  Chief  of  the  Public 
Charities  Division,  said. 

"We  are  satisfied  with  (Simmon's  help) 
in  cleaning  up  the  CCBA's  books  and 


finances...  I've  been  in  this  office  for 
two  and  a  half  years  and  this  case  has 
taken  more  time  and  energy  by  this 
division  than  all  but  a  handful  of  cases. 
We  do  believe  the  charity  is  better  than 
when  we  started.  Are  there  still  issues? 
Yes.  Are  there  still  concerns?  Yes.  Are 
there  concerns  about  the  future?  Yes. 
Are  we  taking  care  of  it?  Yes." 
Simmons,  who  said  he  spends  about  25 
hours  a  week  unpaid  at  the  CCBA,  is 
also  happy  with  the  way  things  are 
turning  out  at  the  CCBA. 

"Things  have  not  gone  as  quickly  or 
as  smoothly  as  I  had  hoped,"  said 
Simmons,  "but  CCBA  has  made  con¬ 
siderable  progress.  I  remind  myself, 
daily,  of  the  importance  of 
patience  and  perseverance." 

Loans  Still  Disputed 

Since  the  beginning  the  CCBA  has 
held  that  it  doesn't  owe  the  school  any¬ 
thing,  even  though  the  CCBA  lost  the 
case  and  the  two  appeals.  The  CCBA 
has  been  saying  that  the  two  organiza¬ 
tions,  which  were  housed  in  the  same 
building  for  about  16  years,  made 
"father-to-son"  exchanges.  They  claim 
they  owned  the  school  and  thus  the 
loans  never  happened.  Gerald  Heng, 
the  CCBA's  volunteer  co-CEO,  points 
out  that  a  copy  of  the  CCBA's  meeting 
minutes  from  Sept.  7,  1983  show  that 
Taiwan  paid  the  CCBA  $12,000 
through  the  Kwong  Kow  Chinese 
School  because  the  CCBA  was  at  the 
time  not  listed  as  a  non-profit.  Heng  said 
that  these  were  the  sorts  of  transactions 
made,  not  loans. 

But  Felix  Lui,  Kwong  Kow  Chinese 
School's  President,  disagrees.  He  said  the 
school,  which  is  about  80-years  old, 
became  an  independent  organization  in 
1979  and  that  the  money  exchanges  were 
loans. 

Still  Heng  shows  a  document  from 
1984  stating  that  the  CCBA  and  the 
Kwong  Kow  Chinese  School  had  the  same 
president. 

In  any  case,  the  CCBA's  chances  to 
appeal  have  run  out. 

"They  should  (have  paid)  before  the 
auction  advertisements  came  out,"  said 
Lui. 

If  the  non-profit  couldn't  come  up  with 
the  cash  and  the  auction  were  to  happen, 
at  least  one  other  Chinatown  agency 
would  have  shared  the  headache.  The 
Boston  Chinatown  Neighborhood  Center 
(BCNC),  which  just  began  operating  child 
care  and  adult  English  as  a  Second 
Language  programs  in  the  90  Tyler  St. 
building's  basement,  would  have  had  to 
look  for  a  new  home  if  the  building  were 
sold. 

"  Obviously  that  would  be  a 
disruption  ...",  David  Moy,  the  BCNC's 
Executive  Director,  said.

Giving  Something  Back

In  American  society,  immigrants  are  often  seen  as 
being  on  the  taking  end-subsidized  housing  and  child 
care,  government-sponsored  free  English  classes,  low- 
cost  health  care-but  a  recent  effort  fund-raising  effort 
at  the  Asian  American  Civic  Association  shows  that 
newcomers  are  also  more  than  willing  to  give  some¬ 
thing  back  to  help  others  in  need. 

Since  December,  2001,  AACA's  Adult  Basic 
Education  (ABE)  program  absorbed  two  cuts  in  fund¬ 
ing  due  to  the  state's  financial  crisis.  At  the  end  of 
last  year,  funds  for  adult  basic  education  were  cut  2% 
statewide,  and  this  past  spring,  with  the 
Massachusetts  economy  still  struggling,  all  state-fund¬ 
ed  ABE  programs  received  5%  less  money,  leaving  a 
total  reduction  of  seven  percent.  For  AACA,  that 
meant  a  deficit  of  approximately  $3,000. 

ABE  program  staff  had  an  idea.  Why  not  ask 
former  students,  those  who  have  moved  on  to  higher 
levels  of  education  and  employment,  for  a  donation? 
On  June  28,  letters  were  sent  to  350  former  ABE  stu¬ 
dents,  telling  them  about  the  situation  and  asking 
them  to  donate  between  $25  to  $100  -  or  whatever 
they  could  afford.  The  response  was  immediate  and 
overwhelming.  A  little  more  than  a  month  after  the 


letters  were  mailed,  the  students  contributed  more 
than  $3,000.  By  early  August,  the  total  stood  at 
$3,230. 

Many  of  the  donors  included  letters  of  support  for 
AACA.  Some  excerpts  show  their  level  of  commit¬ 
ment. 

"  I  remember  the  time  spent  in  AACA's  ABE  pro¬ 
gram.  Although  I  quit  my  job  last  month,  it's  still  my 
pleasure  to  help  you,"  said  one  former  student. 

"My  family  and  I  never  forget  the  first  time  we 
learned  English  at  AACA  and  ABE,"  said  another. 

"I  really  like  this  program.  I  think  this  is  the  best 
ESL  program  I  have  ever  taken,"  said  another. 

"I  was  your  student  a  few  years  ago.  I  always 
remember  your  help,"  said  another. 

Of  all  the  letters,  two  were  particularly  moving. 
One  student  said  she  was  unable  to  contribute  but 
"Maybe  I  have  the  ability  to  help  my  school  someday. 

I  keep  busy  and  I  am  going  to  study  my  whole  life." 
Another  student  who  is  now  attending  a  four-year 
college  said,  "Enclosed  is  a  check  for  $150  from  my 
family  to  support  the  ABE  program.  As  I  had  person¬ 
ally  benefited  from  this  program,  I  am  more  than  will¬ 
ing  to  help  support  this  program  in  return,  so  that 
others  can  also  benefit  from  it.  I  really  hope  that  the 
ABE  program  will  successfully  continue  to  serve 
immigrant  adults."

David  Moy,  a  man  who  works  at  the 
China  Pearl  Restaurant  in  Chinatown  said 
he's  scared  to  walk  home  at  night  and  that 
he  thinks  Liberty  Place  will  push  out  thugs 
loitering  the  block.  Moy,  who  is  on  the 
Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council,  also 
noted  how  the  building  will  be  built  in  the 
adult  entertainment  district,  preventing 
more  porno  shops  from  opening  on  the  lot. 
For  similar  reasons.  Father  O'Reagan  of  St. 
James  Church  on  Harrison  Ave.,  who  is 
also  on  the  Chinatown  Neighborhood 
Council,  wanted  to  see  Liberty  Place  built. 

"I'm  here  today  because  I  have  a  gen¬ 
uine  concern  for  the  future  of  Chinatown," 
Michelle  Yee,  a  resident  of  the  neighbor¬ 
hood,  said.  "I  believe  this  project  does 
much  more  harm  than  good  to  the  com¬ 
munity." 

The  BRA  and  Liberty  Place's  develop¬ 
ers  have  claimed  that  many  people  who 
moved  out  of  Chinatown  and  have  become 
wealthier  will  want  to  move  back  into 
Liberty  Place. 

"1  don't  think  anyone  is  going  to  move 
back  in,"  said  Yee,  countering  the  claim. 
"These  residents  will  be  transient  stu¬ 
dents...  and  young  professionals  who  will 
move  in  for  a  few  years  without  making 
any  contribution  to  the  area,  destroying  the 


Chinatown's  being 
Downtown,"  and  it  would  exacerbate  the 
area's  traffic  problems. 

Lydia  Lowe  of  the  Chinese  Progressive 
Association  and  Rumpler  also  reminded 
the  board  members  that  days  earlier  a 
Chinatown  com¬ 
munity  poll  had 
shown  that  of  the 
923  voters  --  who 
were  all 

Chinatown  resi¬ 
dents,  only  220 
said  they  wanted 
Liberty  Place  to 
be  built. 

Opening  the  meeting,  the  BRA  staff 
announced  that  "in  the  last  24-hours,"  the 
BRA  had  secured  an  additional  22  afford¬ 
able  units,  making  the  total  affordable 
package  66  units.  That  brought  the  percent 
of  the  affordable  package  up  from  10%  to 
15%.  The  project  was  15%  affordable 
before  the  BRA  had  scaled  it  down  by  5% 
in  late  June.  The  22  affordable  units  will  be 
rented  at  the  BRA  determined  affordable 
rate,  which  is  calculated  by  figuring  out 
what  would  be  affordable  to  people  earn¬ 
ing  80%  to  120%  of  Boston's  median 
income. 

At  one  point  during  the  meeting,  Miller 
gave  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeal  board 
members  photos  of  what  the  Liberty  Place 
lot  looks  like  now.  Most  of  the  photos 
focused  on  the  one  porno  shop  on  the  lot. 
The  BRA  gave  the  members  letters  and 
petitions  signed  by  supporters  of  Liberty 
Place.  The  BRA  says  it  has  1,400  letters  and 
signatures  of  support  for  Liberty  Place,  but 
the  letters  given  to  the  board  members 
were  not  available  for  view  before  this

but  that  it  should  have  been  announced 
earlier.  "...We  should  give  (all)  the  infor¬ 
mation...  not  just  the  one-sided  informa¬ 
tion,"  she  said.  Lam  was  part  of  a  group  of 
Liberty  Place  supporters  standing  outside 
the  St.  James  church  polling  site.  She  and 
other  supports  gave  out  flyers  stating  the 
benefits  of  Liberty  Place. 

"We  announced  it  at  the  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council  meeting...  It  was 
in  The  Globe...  We  announced  it  like  a 
month  beforehand,"  said  Kye  Leung  of  the 
Chinese  Progressive  Association. 

"They  (those  who  oppose  Liberty  Place) 
just  want  to  get  some  more  action  (by  hold¬ 


ing  this  referendum),"  Albert  Li,  a  member 
of  the  Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council 
and  a  member  of  the  Chinatown  Business 
Association,  said.  "A  lot  of  people  we  talk 
to  support  it  (Liberty  Place).  This  project 
will  offer  a  lot  of  benefits  to  the  communi¬ 
ty,"  he  said. 

"They  (Liberty  Place  supporters)  have 
got  the  slick  posters  because  they  have  the 
money,"  Eun-Joung  Lee,  Executive 
Director  of  the  Asian  American  Resource 
Workshop,  said.  "I  think  it's  really  impor¬ 
tant  that  the  residents  of  Chinatown  have 
an  opportunity  to  voice  their  stand  on  a 
development  like  Liberty  Place." 

George  Pillsbury,  a  policy  director  at 
Boston  Vote,  said  he  thought  the  poll 
brought  in  a  good  crowd. 


"(They  got)  a  good  turn  out,"  he  said, 
adding  that  anything  above  10%  is  a  good 
turn  out. 

"It's  close  to  20%  —  that's  a  good  sam¬ 
pling,  when  you  do  a  poll...  that  is  higher 
than  what  I  expected.  I  didn't  think  that 
they  could  get  10%. " 

The  BRA,  however,  has  more  or  less 
dismissed  the  poll,  saying  that  it  has 
received  more  letters  and  signatures  of 
support  for  the  project  than  the  number  of 
people  who  voted  in  the  poll.  Those  letters, 
however,  include  many  that  are  from  peo¬ 
ple  who  do  not  live  in  Chinatown  and 
many  with  no  return  address. 

The  28-story,  market  rate  apartment 
building  Liberty  Place  is  expected  to  break 
ground  sometime  next  year.

Letter  to  Chinatown  Residents 

Dear  Chinatown  Residents,  Friends,  and  Supporters, 

As  many  of  you  may  have  known,  a  Chinatown  residents' 
referendum  was  held  on  Aug.  2  at  the  St.  James  Church  and 
Aug.  3  at  the  Josiah  Quincy  School  on  three  important  ques¬ 
tions  for  the  Chinatown  community.  First  of  all,  we  would  like 
to  thank  all  the  923  residents  who  voted  on  those  two  hot 
summer  days  and  the  many  volunteers  who  came  out  to  pass 
flyers  and  held  signs.  Both  sides,  those  in  support  and  in 
opposition,  were  outside  campaigning.  The  referendum  was 
monitored  by  two  impartial  organizations,  the  League  of 
Women  Voters  of  Boston  and  the  American  Friends  Service 
Committee,  to  ensure  a  fair  process  and  to  prevent  voter  fraud. 

The  referendum  was  opened  to  any  Chinatown  resident 
over  the  age  of  16  with  proof  of  residency.  Citizenship  was  not 
a  requirement.  (All  the  questions  were  written  in  a  neutral 
way  and  were  "YES"  or  "NO"  questions.) 

From  the  results  of  the  referendum,  Chinatown  residents 
opposed  the  current  Liberty  Place  proposal  three  to  one. 
Chinatown  residents  voted  overwhelmingly  "YES"  to  rezone 
the  adult  entertainment  district  (Combat  Zone)  and  "YES"  to 
give  residents  the  ability  to  review  developments  and  land  use 
in  Chinatown. 


STATEMENT  OF  LEAGUE  OF  WOMEN  VOTERS  OF

MITTEE 

Aug.  13,  2002 

The  residents  of  Chinatown  have  expressed  their  opinion  on  the 
controversial  Liberty  Place  building  development  and  the 
"Combat  Zone"  in  their  neighborhood.  The  League  of  Women 
Voters  of  Boston  and  the  American  Friends  Service  Committee 
monitored  the  referendum,  which  took  place  on  Friday,  August 
2  and  Saturday,  August  3,  2002.  With  923  votes  cast,  the  ref¬ 
erendum  included  the  voices  of  over  twenty  percent  of 
Chinatown  adult  residents. 

Publicly  announced  more  than  3  weeks  in  advance,  the  referen¬ 
dum  was  open  to  all  Chinatown  residents  Hiring  within  the 
Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council  boundaries.  The  League 
and  AFSC  met  and  received  comments  from  representatives 
from  the  Chinatown  Neighborhood  Council,  Chinese 
Progressive  Association,  Chinatoum  Business  Association, 
Chinatoum  Main  Street,  Chinatoum  Residents  Association, 
Campaign  to  Protect  Chinatoum,  and  the  Greater  Boston 


A  Victory  for  Residents 

Despite  compelling  evidence  from  the  referendum  that 
Chinatoum  residents  do  not  approve  of  the  current  Liberty 
Place  proposal,  the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and  the 
Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  ignored  the  voices  of  the  residents 
and  voted  unanimously  to  support  the  project.  Even  though 
the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  approved  the  project,  residents 
won  in  many  ways.  Right  after  the  referendum,  the  developers 
gave  22  additional  middle-income  affordable  units,  even 
though  they  had  said  earlier  no  more  benefits  can  be  given.  As 
the  residents  and  supporters  have  fought  to  protect  Chinatown 
from  the  encroachment  of  big  developments,  we  have  seen 
progress  within  the  Liberty  Place  project.  Since  we  started 
voicing  our  objections  and  organizing  residents,  the  project 
has  been  reduced  by  2-stories,  reduced  some  auto  parking 
spaces,  and  gained  10  Section  8  units,  and  kept  the  affordable 
housing  percentage  at  15%.  This  is  the  result  of  hard  work, 
through  meetings,  protests,  and  the  referendum  vote. 
Politicians  will  also  be  put  on  notice  that  Chinatown  resi¬ 
dents'  voices  need  to  be  heard  and  they  need  to  support  our 
issues  if  they  want  to  be  elected.  The  Chinatown  Residents 
Association  and  supporters  have  not  given  up  and  will  contin¬ 
ue  to  fight  for  a  even  better  proposal  for  Liberty  Place,  and  we 
will  be  calling  for  removal  of  the  Combat  Zone,  and  demand¬ 
ing  a  resident  voice  in  development  decision-making. 


Chinese  Golden  Age  Center  to  conduct  the  referendum  in  a 
neutral  and  unbiased  manner. 

It  was  impressive  to  observe  "democracy  in  action"  on  two  hot 
summer  days  in  August.  Young  people,  families  with  children, 
and  elderly  stood  in  long  lines  to  make  their  voices  heard. 

Inside  the  polls,  neutral  volunteers,  unaffiliated  with  any  of  the 
community  organizations,  worked  to  ensure  a  fair  voting 
process  as  well  as  helped  those  in  need  of  assistance.  While  no 
campaigning  was  permitted  inside,  outside  the  buildings, 
under  blinding  sun,  stood  "community  activists"  bearing  signs 
of  support  or  opposition  to  these  important  neighborhood  issues 
trying  to  persuade  friends  and  neighbors.

Remember  the  Parcel  C  Garage 

A  day  before  the  Chinatown  Resident  Referendum,  the 
Oak  Street  building  with  the  mural  painted  on  the  side  was 
demolished.  Some  of  you  may  recall,  almost  ten  years  ago  a 
referendum  was  held  asking  whether  the  Chinatown  commu¬ 
nity  wanted  the  garage  on  Parcel  C  or  not.  At  the  time  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and  the  City  of  Boston  sup¬ 
ported  the  garage,  just  as  they  do  now  for  Liberty  Place. 
Though  the  community  voted  to  reject  the  garage  proposal,  it 
still  took  almost  a  year  before  the  City  backed  off.  It  was  only 
after  years  of  fighting  against  the  Boston  Redevelopment 
Authority  that  Chinatown  eventually  won.  Now  a  mixed- 
income  housing  development  with  46%  affordable  and  low- 
income  units  will  be  built  on  the  site  instead  of  a  garage.  The 
example  of  Parcel  C  shozvs  that  we  need  to  take  a  long  view 
and  know  that  our  fight  is  worthwhile.  Chinatown  residents 
should  not  be  afraid  to  fight  for  our  rights  and  our  communi¬

When  it  Comes  to  Pop ,  Asia's 
Music  Scene  Parallels  the  U.S.'s , 
Notes  Liang  Qu,  Sampan  Freelance 
Writer ,  During  Her  Recent  Trip  to 
China

The  Backstreet  Boys,  'NSync,  98  Degrees,  and  all  the 
rest  of  the  pop  boy  groups  may  well  be  on  their 
way  to  the  getting  the  boot  here  in  the  good  ol'  U. 
S.  of  A.,  but  that  does  not  mean  their  catchy  beats,  lanky 
bodies,  and  undeniably  good  looks  are  not  welcome  else 
where.  Despite  the  decline  of  Boy  Band  popularity  in 
America,  this  teen-driven  music  genre  is  still  in  high 
demand  in  many  countries  of  Europe  and  South  East  Asia. 
The  newest  addition  to  this  seemingly  "permanent  trend," 
as  this  reporter  has  personally  experienced  on  a  recent  trip 
to  China,  is  Taiwan's  triple  treat  sensation:  F4. 

The  group  of  four  became  an  overnight  sensation  about 
two  years  ago  due  to  a  nineteen-episode  teen  TV  drama  by 
the  name  of  "Meteor  Garden,"  a  story  based  on  a  much¬ 


loved  Japanese  comic  book.  Like  many  of  other  TV  celebri¬ 
ties  in  Asia,  this  immediate  success  almost  instantaneous¬ 
ly  led  to  record  deals,  commercials  for  various  products, 
numerous  script  offers  for  upcoming  sequels  and  other 
movie  projects,  and  most  importantly,  the  undying  affec¬ 
tion  and  swooning  of  female  audiences  of  all  ages. 

However,  there  is  also  a  heavy  criticism  tax  to  pay 
along  with  the  purchase  of  this  instant  fame.

The  performers'  previous  acting  experiences  were  never 
called  into  question.  The  idea  being:  No  matter  what  the 
critics  may  say,  as  long  as  the  fans  loyally  support  these 
rising  stars,  their  amount  of  natural  talent  is  not'  the 
biggest  problem  on  the  horizon. 

As  proof  of  this  undying,  loyal  support,  the  recent  "F4 
Music  Parties"  held  in  the  greater  parts  of  South  East  Asia, 
such  as  Hong  Kong,  Taiwan,  and  Singapore,  have  all 
achieved  sold-out  statuses  in  record  setting  times.  The 
newest  "Meteor  Garden"  sequel,  "Meteor  Rain,"  has  also 
been  receiving  rave  reviews  from  adoring  audiences.  And 
this  reporter,  amongst  numerous  others,  is  particularly 
anxious  in  awaiting  the  newest  sequel  to  the  "Meteor" 
series. 

Aside  from  the  various  cinematic  and  musical  success¬ 
es  the  group  has  received  for  being  F4,  the  ultimate  goal 
for  the  ensemble  is  to  achieve  individual  accomplishment 
in  the  industry,  similar  to  the  fate  of  the  ultra-popular 
Japanese  pop  sensation,  SMAP.

Fun  Is  Only  In  the  Flash  In  The  F4  Film  "Meteor  Garden

here  goes  an  old  saying  that  your  inner 
most  desire  would  be  granted  should 
the  star  you  wished  upon  be  a  falling 
one...

love.  However,  as  cheesy  the  premise  of  this 
story  may  seem,  the  movie  itself  proves  to  be  as 
addictive  as  the  munchies  one  tends  to  snack 
on  while  enjoying  the  tear-jerking  roller  coaster 
of  love. 

The  journey  begins  with  the  introduction  of 
a  poor  (literally  dirt  poor)  girl,  the  brave  hero¬ 
ine,  Shan  Tsai,  striving  to  survive  in  an  ultra¬ 
exclusive,  uber-rich  prep  school.  And  then  of 
course  the  viewers  are  presented  with  the 
opposing  side:  the  school's  rich,  snob  mob  -  F4, 
consisting  of  Hwa  Tse  Lei,  Mei  Tsuo,  Shi  Men, 
and  leader  Dao  Ming  Se.  Although  the  audi¬ 
ence  first  encounters  the  group 
as  the  heroine's  tormentors, 
somehow,  he  who  is  initially 
identified  as  the  villain, 
becomes  the  hero  of  the  story 
through  one 
"*  awkward  tran¬ 
sition  after 
another. 

In  addition  to 
its  less-than- 
smooth  emo¬ 
tional  moves 
from  scene  to 
scene,  the  movie 
includes  various  cliched  scene 
set-ups  to  further  tug  at  the 
heartstrings  of  its  viewers.  One 
of  such  incidents  would  be  the 
memorable  "heart-wrenching 
rain  storm  breakup."  What  is 
meant  to  be  the  major  gut- 
clencher,  and  emotional  high 
point  of  the  movie  seemed  a  bit 
stale:  The  moment  included  the 
overused  rain-drenched  separa¬ 
tion  scene  that  was  featured  in

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almost  every  major  romance  film  or  play  ever 
made  (e.g.  "Breakfast  at  Tiffany's,"  "Les 
Miserables,"  "Casablanca").  And  the  plain  dia¬ 
logue  and  low  sound  quality  did  not  help  the 
already  creativity-lacking  set-up.  Such  un-orig- 
inality  coupled  with  the  slow  love  tug  of  war, 
are  reasons  why  the  movie  can  only  be  called 
slightly  above  average. 

But  the  film  does  have  its  perks.  The  story 
can  become  a  truly  addictive  substance  for  any¬ 
one  who  has  the  patience  to  sit  through  the  first 
two  episodes;  and  most  do  endure  long  enough 
to  be  hooked  to  watch  the  entirety  of  the  film. 

Also,  a  great  appeal  of 
the  movie  is  the  true-to- 
life  ups  and  downs  of 
romance  --  this  simple, 
little  tactic  is  the  key  in 
getting  the  audience  to 
relate  and  admire  the 
characters  of  the  tale. 
Although  these  roller 
coaster  loops  may  seem  a 
bit  exaggerated  and  out 
of  the  norm,  most  view¬ 
ers  can  still  recognize  the 
same  troubles  in  their 
own  lives.  And  the  some¬ 
times  witty  dialogues,  and  comical  perfor¬ 
mances  from  the  supporting  cast  prove  to  be 
quite  worth-watching. 

Similar  to  all  other  stories  in  its  genre, 
"Meteor  Garden"  follows  the  same  corny  boy 
meets  girl,  boy  loses  girl,  boy  gets  girl  approach 
to  creating  easily  comprehensible  plot  lines. 
However  plain  and  simple  this  rouse  may  be, 
the  movie  is  still  worth  watching  simply 
because  it  is  a  great  guilty  pleasure  of  a  mind¬ 
less  movie  that  all  should  indulge  in  every  once 
in  a  while.  After  all,  if  you  are  going  to  blow 
your  money  on  a  stupid  movie,  might  as  well 
spend  it  on  one  that  gives  you  laughs,  tears  and 
moral  lessons  all  in  one.  And  if  you  do  not 
think  those  are  good  reasons  to  watch  the 
movie,  then  at  least  see  it  for  its  good-looking 
actors.  Once  you  do,  you  will  realize  that  this 
movie  is,  in  its  own  way,  one  of  a  kind,  and 
why  its  existence  has  become  like  that  of  a 
shooting  star:  bright,  beautiful,  but  never-last¬ 
ing.
